in the range from around 6000 ppm/second to 20000 ppm/second. Nor does the prior art of record 
teach or fairly suggest: An apparatus disposed adjacent to a main transfer mechanism for processing a 
substrate one by one, comprising: a canopy member disposed opposite to the gate valve of the load 
lock chamber and provided integrally with the lid body so that the canopy member is placed in a 
upper portion of the gate valve when the lid body is lifted up, and placed in a lower portion of the 
gate valve when the lid body is lowered down.
